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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments with respect to the 
Examiner's 112 rejection of claims 1, 3-14, 16, 18-25, 27, 29-36, and 38-52 have been taken into consideration and are persuasive. The 
Examiner would like to thank the Applicant for providing the Examiner with a succint definition of an "identity system" to rely upon in her 
search of applicable prior art. For purposes of examination, the Examiner from here on out will rely upon the Applicant's definition provided 
on page 1 7 of his remarks wherein is it clearly states that "the Identity system is a system that manages identitity profiles." Thank you. 
Applicant's arguments with respect to the Examiner's 102 rejection of claims 1, 3-14, 16, 18-25, 27, 29-36, and 38-52 Have been taken 
into consideration but are not persuasive. Applicant's first set of arguments concern Patel's failure to disclose retreviing, by an Identity 
System, a workflow for responding to a request wherein said workflow for responding to said request corresponds to said certification 
related action and a set of characterists for said user from an identity profile maintained by the Identity System. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees with the Applicant, drawing attention to column 9 lines 11-22 wherein Patel describes the use of an "Applicant's Table" which 
"maintinas information about each person applying for a certificate" wherein that information may include but is not limitated to "applicants 
name and location." This information field, specific to the applicant is used for "relating additional information to the applicant." Such a 
system, utilized for "relating information to applicant" also falls within the Applicant's definition of an Identity System as it is "a system that 
manages identity profiles." In response to applicant's argument that Patel fails to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted 
that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., wherein a workflow is selected based on a user type from the identity profile) are not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not 
read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
